Twenty-one women who were In th« 
same room with Mr. Moulton were 
killed by the blast of powder which 
they were putting Into cartridges. One 
girl was rescued by Mr. Moulton, whose 
clothes wore blazing as ho ran from the 
building.

Creek cnnnl, which skirled' the wall 
of tlio arsenal, after placing the un- 
conscious girl In safety.

Mr. lloulton was born June 28, 1843, 


in Concord, N. H., and was'n volunteer 
In the Second New Hampshire In- 
fantry In the Civil war. He resigned 
his position on the municipal bench to 
practice law, and has received hon- 
orary degrees from Columbia' college, 
National university, Athens college and 
the University of Chattanooga.

Lost Valley Myths 


Yield to Explorers 


Etna Mills, Cal.—licporta crediting 


all'sorts of strange things to a "lost 
valley" In the Slsklnlybu mountains, 
on the northern boundary of Califor- 
nia, led Dr. Paul Cfldman, Dr. Warner 
Hoyt and Harvey Miller of Berkeley 
to explore the region. They found the 
valley, a beautiful little plain, almost 
impenetrable, but there was nothing 
more startling than (he number and 
size of the bear tracks. 


The three men went by motor as far 


Into the mountains as they could, then 
took horses Into the wild and rugged 
Caribou and Sawtooth ranges. The 
hidden valley lies between the head- 
waters of the Trinity and Salmon riv- 
ers. 


Some distance before reaching It 


they had to leave their horses and 
make their way on foot There was 
no trail Into the valley, which Is pro- 
tected by sheer peaks'at the head of 
Thompson's creek. 


The explorers found a clear gem- 


like glacial lake at the upper end of 
the chasm, with a lush green ineadow 
at the lower end. There was a multi- 
tude of the mud. wallows sometimes 
called "bears' bathtubs." Aside from 
the profusion of bear tracks, there was 
little to distinguish the valley from 
others of similar -design in the Saw- 
tooths.

It is a country of glacial lakes and 


waterfalls of vast heights.

wine and taken to Rome "dead to the 
world." 
The men won their strike, 


however, for the authorities decided 
that a privilege so-long accorded had 
become a right and the banquet was 
restored.

Goats are considered Immune from 
tuberculosis, so their milk needs no 
pasteurizing, and runs no danger of 
losing any of Its vltaralncs or having 
any of Its lime salts altered by tha 
application of heat.

IJut In tho relpi of Louis XVI, the 


favored ribbons amounted to frenzy. 
Lfcdlcs berlbboned every gHrmeut, or- 
cry accessory, and gave tho ribbons 
auch meaning titles as "attention," 
"mark of hope," "downcast eyo," "slgli 
of Venus." Genllemcn wore, Imlr rib- 
bons. 


The practical Scots, howoter, found 


a more useful mission foe the ribbon. 
In Scotland, down until a quite recent 
date,- the "snood".or "ribband" on tlio 
hatr of t jlrl meant that, cue was un- 
married. 


The mime "ribband" comes from the 


fact that, before the first ribbons were 


• used In Europe, probably In'Ui«'Six- 
teenth century, they were woren on 
the bands and borders of garments,' 
and were narrow, like a rib. When 
they were first manufactured as sep- 
arate trimmings, they ware often of 
tilt,, with, threads of gold and allver 
interworen.- Consequently, they were 
expensive, and the English parliament 
paiMd an act mcrrlng to nobility th« 
right lo wear them. 


The "blue ribbon" and "red ribbon," 


which ar« ottta given today "»s marks 
o-f SctTtence. had their origin In Enf- 
land. 5¥e blue rlbTfon th« 'dtrignat- 
ed that oldest order In England, the 
Order of the Oarttr; and the r*d 
rjbboj Btooj for th.8 n^it highest or- 
der, the Order of the Bath. 


Another ribbon custom which origi- 


nated In England Is that of numbering 
ribbons. This numbering was gov- 
erned bj the thlcknecs of the English, 
penny, which wai almost u large 
BB our silver dollar.
